Words William Saroyan 
compared to student’s life 


“In the time of your life, live— 
so that in that good^time there 
shall be no ugliness or death for 
yourself or for any life your life 
touches. Seek goodness every- 
where, and when it is found, 

U bring .it out of its hiding place 
\nd let it be free and unasham- 
ed. Place in matter and in flesh 
. the least of values, for these are 
the things Aat hold death and 
must pass away. Discover in all 
things that which shines and is 
beyond corruption. Encourage 
virtue in whatever heart it may 
have been driven into secrecy 
and sorrow by the shame and 
terror of the world. Ignore the 
obvious, for it is unworQiy of the 
clear eye and the kindly heart. 

Be the inferior of no man, nor 
of any man be the superior. 
Remember that every man is a 
variation of yourself. No man’s 
guilt is not yours, nor is any 
man’s iimocence a thing apart. 
Despise evil and ungodliness, 
but not men of ungodliness or 
evil. These, understand. Have 
no shame in being kindly or 
gentle, but if the time comes in 
the time of your life to kill, kill 
and have no regret. In the time 
of your life, live — ^so that in that 
wondrous time you shall not add 
to the misery and sorrow of the 
world, but shaU smile to the in- 
finite dehght and mystery of it” 
We do not need m inteUectual 
mastodon to draw a parallel between 
Saroyan’s masterful piece of prose 
and our own Uves here at Saint Jo- 
seph’s. Our present hves, through 
whatever lens we choose to view 
them are, undisputably, the time of 
our hves. . 

As freshmen — and God love them, 
for without their fire, hopefulness 
and downright confusion the rest of 
our lives would be that much more 
tedious — as freshmen we take to the 
campus and the dorms full of curio- 
sity. No thing is an old everyday 
thing. We find new rules, new peo- 
ple and an abundance of “I’ve heard 
the name once”^ courses being taught 
with all the newness and shine that 
a competent college professor can 
rub into Aristotle, or Bacon, or Raph- 
ael. But, unfortunately, in the rush 
of our new world we fail to grasp 
so much. With raUies and basketball 
try-outs and club meetings and an 
array of such good things, we are

The best advice we can give to 
ifreshmen at this point is this: “We 
are not transients.

In an interview with Mr. David
